With the sale of the Indianapolis and Cin­ 
cinnati traction properties, and a re-organiza­ 
tion predicted for the u tility , it means mu ch to 
Ru shville and Ru sh cou nty , and the good wishes 
of the citizens shou ld go ou t to the new owners. 
The traction line is one of tlie heaviest tax­ 
pay ers in the cou nty , and if it were permitted to 
go entirely ou t of bu siness, the bu rden of their 
taxes wou ld most natu rally fall u pon the rest of 
the people. 
The new owners have a task before them, as 
it is not nearly so easy to operate a u tility as it 
was 20 y ears ago. 
There is too mu ch opposition 
and competition in all departments. 
There is 
little qu estion now bu t what the prospects of 
continu ing the line to Cincinnati are ju st as re­ 
mote today as it was 15 y ears ago. The now own­ 
ers have stated that they are not mak ing any 
plans for extension, bu t are going to develop first 
the territory in which they now operate. 
Several changes are also intimated, bu t de­ 
tails have not been work ed ou t. 
The new own­ 
ers have stated that the present station facilities 
are not adequ ate for their pu rposes and that a 
new location for 
their general 
offices will be 
necessary . 
In this connection a deal is u nder way be­ 
tween the new owners and the Ru shville Library 
board, whereby an agreement exists in writing, 
selling the present traction station site and office 
bu ilding to the library . 
This means then that the new owners will 
look for a new location in Ru shville for a station, 
and they might be encou raged to k eep their gen­ 
eral offices here. 
One bu ilding for station pu r­ 
poses and pffices cou ld be bu ilt here, and this is 
a m atter of pu blic interest which the civic bodies 
shou ld get bu sy , and see to it that these offices 
are m aintained here.

The next time something not entirely within 
the law or the bou nds of propriety occu rs to y ou , 
wou ld it not be ju st as well to consider the ellect 
it might have on others? 
No one can afford to be selfish, especially 
when the lives of others are concerned. Live and 
let live. 
Yes, bu t live right and let others live 
right.

JUST LIKE THE: OLD LEGENDS 
In all the old story book s and histories,, the 
adventu rou s 
soldier or frontiersman 
dreaded 
nothing 
so mu ch as the prospect of dy ing in bed. 
To “die with his boots on” was the goal; death 
that came as a resu lt of a strenu ou s, danger-en­ 
cou ntering life was considered eminently fitting 
and greatly to be desired. 
The modern cou nterpart of the gallant ad­ 
ventu rer of the old day s is the aviator.

How cou ld it be otherwise, with a man 
who flew to the North Pole, over desolate seas 
and limitless ice pack s, where the slightest mis­ 
chance wou ld inevitably have meant destru ction? 
Bennett was one 
of those fortu nate 
sou is, so 
abu ndant in the aviation woifld, who have, in the 
old phrase, “trampled death u nderfoot.” 
His death is ou r loss. The world is not so fu ll 
of men of his ty pe that it can well afford to lose 
one of them. Yet it came, somehow, as Bennett 
himself wou ld probably have preferred. He made 
a last flight, on an errand of help for comrades 
he had never seen. He k new at the start that it 
was dangerou s; he was a sick man when he left 
Detroit. And he paid with his life. 
Yet we are richer for the manner of his pass­ 
ing. Ou r faith in the hu man sou l- indeed, in the 
whole u niverse — is measu rably strengthened by 
deeds lik e his. Floy d Bennett, dy ing as an avia­ 
tor wou ld prefer to die, gave u s a great gift.

With the sale of the Indianapolis and Cin- 


cinnati traction properties, and a re-organiza- 
tion predicted ,-f or ihe utility, it means much to 
Rushville and Rush county, and the good wishes 
of the citizens should go out to the new owners. 


The traction line is one of tlie heaviest tax- 


payers in the county, and if it were permitted to 
go entirely out of business, the burden of their 
taxes would most naturally fall upon the rest of 
the people. 


The new owners have a task before tiicm, as 


it is not nearly so easy to operate a utility <is it 
was 20 years ago. There is too much opposition 
and competition in all departments. 
There is 


little question now but what the prospects of 
continuing the line to Cincinnati are just as re- 
mote today as it was 15 years ago. The new own- 
ers have stated that they are not making any 
plans for extension, but are going to develop first 
the territory in which they now operate. 


Several changes are also intimated, but de- 


tails have not been worked out. The new own- 
ers have stated that the present station facilities 
axe not adequate for their purposes and that a 
new location for their general 
offices will be 


necessary. 


In this connection a deal is under way be- 


tween the new owners and the Rushville Library _ 
board, whereby an agreement exists in writing, 
selling the present traction station site and office 
building to the library. 


This means then that the new owners will 


look for a new location in Rushville for a station, 
and they might be encouraged to keep their gen- 
eral offices here. 
One building for station pur- 


poses and pffices could be built, here, and this is 
a matter of public interest which the civic bodies 
should get busy, and see to it that these offices 
are maintained here. 


Whatever happens, the new owners of the 


traction line are to be congratulated. 
They 


should have the wholehearted support of every 
citizen.

JUST LIKE THE OLD LEGENDS 


In all the old story books and histories,, the 


adventurous soldier or frontiersman 
dreaded 


nothing so much as the prospect of dying in bed. 
To "die with his boots on" was the goal; death 
that came as a result of a strenuous, danger-en- 
countering life was considered eminently fitting 
and greatly to be desired. 


The modern counterpart of the gallant ad- 


venturer of the old days is the aviator. And so 
it is, in a way, strangely fitting that heroic, ac- 
complished Floyd Bennett should meet his death 
as a direct result of his flight to Quebec in the 
relief plane for the Bremen flyers. 


Aviators are a rather uncommunicative race. 


They don't often lay bare their emotional reflexes 
to us, and we cannot say with any assurance what 
their attitude on various things may be. But it 
does seem that they share with the old adventur- 
ers a half-conscious sense that the most fitting 
death is the death which is met in the line of 
duty — as Bennett met his. 


Bennett 
was a courageous chap. 
The 


thought of death, one assumes, had no terrors for 
him. 
How could it be otherwise, with a man 


who flew to the North Pole, over desolate 
seas 


and limitless ice packs, where the slightest mis- 
chance would inevitably have meant destruction? 
Bennett was one of those fortunate souls, so 
abundant in the aviation world, who have, in the 
old phrase, "trampled death underfoot." 


His death is our loss. The world is not so full 


of men of his type that it can well afford to lose 
one of them. Yet it came, somehow, as Bennett 
himself would probably have preferred. He made 
a last flight, on an errand of help for comrades 
he had never seen. He knew at the start that it 
was dangerous; he was a sick man when he left 
Detroit.- And he paid with his life. 


Yet we arc richer for the manner of his pass- 


ing. Our faith in the human soul—indeed, in the 
whole universe — is measurably strengthened by 
deeds like his. Floyd Bennett, dying as an avia- 
tor would prefer to die, gave us a great gift. 


We don't know much about Italian policies, 


but we judge that Mussolini may be slipping a 
little. We noticed in the papers the other day 
that he has been writing some poetry. 


If these foreign flyers keep on coming across, 


the first thing you know New York and some of 
the other eastern cities will get about as crazy 
over these welcoming parties as Paris.

Cereals'are a staple breakfast 


food. They are inexpensive and 
furnish good building material. 


Aside from fruits and 
cereals 


an adequate breakfast should 
include milk for another bever- 
age, eggs bacon or a similar food 
and some kind of bread or toast. 
Hot cakes or waffles are often 
relished on cool mornings. 


No matter how simple or hear- 


ty a breakfast is served, there is 
opportunity for variety with the 
many appropriate foods.
